Cause AJronfhu*. 


OTTAWA, Ont,, June 13.—Prof. E. 


Stone Wiggins, the weather prophet, 
says that the drought in Canada and 
many western states is due to the exist- 
ence of wire fences and telephone lines 
on the western prairies. There is, he 
says, a constant atmospheric current 
running up the Mississippi Valley, and 
tbe variable winds which are sometimes 
experienced in that region are local and 
flow beneath the great prevailing gull 
stream of the heavens. This prevailing 
wind bore moisture from the Gulf of 
Mexico and distributed it with impar- 
tiality over the western states and Can- 
ada. But now the electricity from the 
wires crowing the plains causes the 
clouds to give down their loads of mois- 
ture prematurely and thus are defraud- 
ing oar Canadian brothers of their shore 
ot rain, whilo by chocking electric 
storms we engender cyclones and other 
terrific convulsions.
